Another Presidential funeral and our 


Congressmen would perish of grief and 
delirium tremens. 


The last thing upon which a corner 


lias been made is pepper. Boston and 
New York capitalists have secured all of 
it and hare advanced the price to seven- 
teen cents a pound. Better lay in a 
supply of pins before they comer them. 


The soul of Montgomery Blair seems 


to be possessed of two absorbing ideas. 
First, to make Samuel J. Tilden the 
Democratic candidate for President in 
1884; and second, to be himself Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress from one 
of the Maryland districts. 


The official canvass of Oregon gives 


the following majorities: For Congress, 
George, 3,365; Governor, Moody, 2,428; 
Supreme Judge, Lord, 2,401; Secretary 
of State, Ernhart, 2,516; Treasurer, 
Hirsch, 2,652; Superintendent of In- 
struction, McElroy, 3,143; State Printer 
Byers, 2,428. 


It has been the custom to issue [cer- 


tificates to all Chinese who said they 
were going back to China. Many have 
been issued on this ground, but the 
question comes up, what is to prevent 
them from mailing those certificates to 
China and thus cause another mongo- 
lian to come? Chinamen are as much 
alike as blackbirds, and no ordinary 
white man could detect the fraud. A 
better way would be to wait until they 
were on board,'before giving them the 
papers. 


The fearful cyclones still continue to 


devastate the West, and keep the citi 
zens of those States in a state of con 
slant dread. The latest reported was 
at Coleville, in Butler county, Pa., on 
Friday night. It is the same old story 
—two persons killed, twenty-five in 
jured and the town almost in ruins. A 
fearful storm is reported also at Oregon 
111., by which fifteen houses were struck 
by lightning, one man and severa 
horses and cattle killed, bridges floatec 
off, and all the flats submerged, de- 
stroying the grain. The elements seem 
disturbed elsewhere. 


.The Bailway Age, giving a summary 


of railroad building for th» first six 
moths of 1882, says the totals are as- 
tonishing. While only half the year i» 
gone and that including the several 
Winter and Spring months when the 
work of construction, especially in 
the Northern States, is .generally not 
even commenced, and while has been a 
great cry about overdoing railway build 
ing and many predictions made of im- 
pending financial disaster, we find that 
track has been laid on at least 179 lines 
in thirty-seven States and Territories, 
adding u mileage of main track aggre- 
jating no less than 4,990, or, in round 
numbers, 5,000 miles. It must be re- 
membered that these figures show only 
the main tracks and do not include 
sidings and second, third and fourth 
tracks, of which hundreds of miles have 
been laid. 
How extraordinary has 


been the work of the past season in 
comparison with its predecessor may 
be seen by the fact that, while it shows 
nearly 5,000 miles of new road, the ag- 
gregate reported for the same period 
last year, was only a little over 2,000 
miles. During the same period of no 
previous year has it equaled even the 
amount. In all of the Western and 
Southern States and Territories railway 
building is being actively pnsUed, and 
an examination of the matter will] show 
except in a few cases where parallel or 
competing roads are building, there is 
ample room and need for all these lines, 
and that many more even must be buili 
before the necessities of the country are 
supplied. 
With the present outlook 


we see no danger of excessive railway 
building this year. The total railway 
mileage of the United States is now 
more than 107,000 miles. The four 
Pacific States and Territories show only 
2,121 miloson eight roads, but consider- 
able work 'is iu progress iu California 
and Oregon, and some roads are being 
built in Nevada and Washington] Ter 
ritory. so that the end of the year will 
show considerable addition to their 
mileage. 


Though the Christiaucy divorce and

2 We forbid the Jews to purchase, 


to procure by mortgage, to rent or to 
take charge of any real estate outside 
of the cities and the villages. 


3 We forbid tffe Jews to conduct any 


trade on ^Sundays or on the twelve grant 
Christian holidays, and order the Jews 
shall observe the same rules concerning 
the closing of places of business as are 
observed by Christians. 


4 The preceding rules shall be en- 


forced only in the provinces where the 
Jews have a right to reside permanently.

careful that the bones of one individual 
should not be mixed with those of an- 
other, for yon can readily imagine how 
much it would retard Confucius in his 
work of putting them together in the 
sweet by and by. 
The remains of fe- 


males, except among the wealthy, are 
allowed to remain here, it not being 
considered worth while to send them 
back. 
Occasionally they exhume a 


"stiff" that is not yet "ripe." 
This is 


again buried and allowed to remain un- 
til the fall process of rotting has oc- 
curred. 
A Caucasion hasn't a stomach 


, stout enough to do this work, but the 
1 Chinese go at it with n sublime indiffer- 
ence for smell and even laugh and eat 
while the work goes on.

ng caved on and being buried so deep 
that their remains cannot be recovered 
is what prevents them from working in

mittee .here in Virginia voted not to 
have a celebration. Then we voted to 
accept, providing the Reno committee 
would furnish the Battery with trans- 
portation for men and horses and pay 
$100 for firing the national salnte morn- 
ing and evening, being 76 guns. The 
terms were accepted by the Reno com- 
mittee previous to the formation of the 
new Fourth of July Committee here that 
voted to celebrate, and we considered 
ourselves iu duty bound to parade with 
the Reno people. In regard to our pat- 
riotism I .will only say that we have 
erery Memorial Day fired the minute 
guns at the cemetery and paid for the 
ammunition out of our own pocket*, be- 
sides turning out iu the procession, and 
on last Decoration Day we paid our pro 
rata far the music iu 
addition.
